Np. 8-PG(H6)/59.— The Government of India have receiv- 
ed the Administration Report of the Port of Bombay tor the 
year 1958-59. The noteworthy features of the Report arc 
reviewed below:— 

(1) Financial Results .— The total revenue of the Port Trust 
during the year under review (excluding Special Receipts) 
Was Rs. 1085.59 lakhs as against Rs. 1232.51 lakhs in the 
year 1957-58. The net expenditure (excluding special 
Expenditure) was Rs. 893.37 lakhs as against Rs. 910.28 lakhs 
fn the previous year. The balances in the various Reserve 
Funds of the Port at the end of the year were satisfactory. 
Of Lhe outstanding debt of Rs. 19.84 crores, the amount due 
to the Public was Rs. 6-54 croies and to Government Rs. 9.89 
crores, the balance of Rs. 3.41 crores being internal loans 
held by the Trustees themselves. 


(2) Traffic — The Dead Weight tonnage handled at the 
Port during 1958-59 was 11,752,000 of which Imports account- 
ed for 8,419,000 tons and Exports 3,333,000 tons. The cor- 
responding Iinpuit and Export Figures during 1957-58 were 
9,302,000 and 3,808,000 tons respectively totalling 13,110,000 
tons. The decline under Imports in 1958-59 as compared 
with Lhe previous year was mainly accounted for under Food 
Grains (4.23 lakhs) tons and Iron and Steel (1.84 lac tons). 
Under exports, Manganese ,ore registered a decline by 2.78 
lac tons while oil takes registered an increase of 1.28 lac 
tons as compared with the corresponding figures for 1957-58. 

(3) Shipping . — Tlie number of vessels which entered the 
Poit during 1958-59 was 2917 of 16.80 million gross registered 
tons, as against 2840 vessels of 15.94 million gross registered 
tons in 1957-58. The largest vessel which entered the Port 
during tlie year was the S.S, ‘Caronia’, gross tonnage 54172 
and the largest tank steamer was S.S. 'Stanvac Mariner’, gross 
tonnage 23517. 

The number of sailing vessels that used the Port during 
the year was 32,195 as against 38174 during 1957-58.
